passage.

Columbus, April 8.—Th‘s "ill bf M 
busy week with the legislators. I nless 
the unexpected happens, the taxation 
measures, municipal code and redis­ 
tricting hills will have been disposed 
of one way or another before the end 
of the week. Both the Willis and Cole 
bills, which have met with strong op- 
I osltion. will be passed by the senate 
on Thursday. 
The companion meas 
urea of these hills, which will 
com 
plete the scheme devised by Governor 
Nash to make possible the abolition of 
the state tax on real 
and 
personal 
property, will also be passed. 
It will 
require 17 votes to pass these meas­ 
ures, and It Is absolute certainty that 
they will have 18 votes and perhaps 
20 votes. 
The Republican 
senators 
who have been holding out against the 
taxation measures are expected to fall 
in line when they are placed on their 
passage. 


Attorney General Sheets on Satur­ 
day rendered an opinion. In response 
lo a request from School Commission­ 
er Bonebrake, that under the Seese 
net, passed on March IO, 1902, all spe­

WAR TAX REPEAL BILL ADOPTED 


Measure to Extend Charters of Na- 


to n al Banks for 20 Years Suddenly 


Sprung and Rushed Through Lower 


Branch of Congress. 


W ashington. April 8.—The 
houso 
yesterday passed (he Chinese exclu­ 
sion bill after incorporating in it sev­ 
eral am endm ents 'vhioh increased the 
drastic character of the measure. Tho 
principal one not only excludes Chi­ 
nese by birth and descent, but all Chi­ 
nese of mixed blood. 
Tile chief strug­ 
gle was over an am endm ent to pro­ 
hibit the em ploym ent of Chinese sail 
ors on American ships. 
An amend 
m ent covering this proposition at first 
was ruled out on a point of o rd e r, 
but subsequently’ 
was 
modified to 
evade th e ruling, 
and 
was adopted 
IOO to 74. 
As passed the bill practically -o* 
enacts all the existing exclusion laws 
and incorporates with them the ex 
isting treasury 
regulations. 
It ex­ 
tends 
these 
exclusion laws to the 
Philippines and the other possessions 
of the United States, and forbids Chi­ 
nese laborers in our colonial posses­ 
sions coming into this country. 
The 
Philippine commission, by the term s of 
the bill. is directed to adopt proper 
m easures for the enforcem ent of the 
provisions of the bill in the Philip­ 
pines. 
The conference report on the war 
revenue tax repeal bill was adopted 
and the bill sent to the white house. 
Late in the afternoon Mr. Fowler, 
of New Jersey, moved to pass under 
suspension of the rules the senate bill 
to extend the ch arters 
of 
national 
r banks for 20 years. 
The Democrats 
w ere taken 
completely by surprise 
As it was after the usual hour for a d ­ 
journm ent the attendance was slim. 
Tho Democrats attem pted to filibuster, 
but a call of the house finally secured 
a quorum, and the bill was passed 
Considerable time was consumed by 
the senate in a discussion of the con 
ference report on the bill to reduce 
war revenue taxes. 
As passed by the 
senate the tax on transactions in so­ 
called bucket shops was retained. The 
conferees struck out that provision, if 
being explained that the house would 
not consent to its retention. 
The con­ 
ference report 
finally was adopted

W ashington. April k.—The 
houso 
yesterday passed the Chinese exchi* 
siou bill after incorporating in it sev­ 
eral am endm ents which increased the 
drastic character of the measure. Tho 
principal one not only excludes Chi­ 
nese by birth and descent, but all Chi­ 
nese of mixed blood. 
The chief strug­ 
gle was over an am endm ent to pro­ 
hibit the em ployment of Chinese sail 
ors on American ships. 
An amend 
m ent covering this proposition at first 
was ruled out on a point of order, 
but subsequently 
was 
modified to 
evade th e ruling, 
and 
was adopt! J 
IOO to 74. 
As passed tile bill practically -*> 
enacts all the- existing exclusion laws 
and incorporates with them the ex 
isting treasury 
regulations. 
It ex­ 
tends 
these 
exclusion laws to the 
Philippines and the other possessions 
of the United States, and forbids Chi­ 
nese laborers in our colonial posses­ 
sions coming into this country. 
The 
Philippine commission, by the term s of 
tho bill, is directed to adopt prop* r 
m easures for the enforcem ent of the 
provisions of the bill in the Philip 
pines. 
The conference report on tile war 
revenue tax repeal bill was adopted 
and the bill sent to the white house. 
Late in the afternoon Mr. Fowler, 
of New Jersey, moved to pass under 
suspension of the rules the senate hill 
to extend the < barters 
of1 
national 
banks for 20 years. 
Tile Democrats

North* rn Securities Company will not 
lie in the state of Washington, for 
the reason that the courts are power­ 
less to obtain

Former Attorney General John W. 
Griggs, in opposing the motion, took 
the position that the bill of complaint 
does not present a case of a contro­ 
versy ’of a civil nature which under 
the 
constitution 
and 
laws of the 
United States is justifiable in th** 
United States supreme court, and that 
“whatever the law of the state of 
Washington is upon the subject of th ' 
consolidation of railroad corporations, 
it is a municipal or police law. and not 
one conferring rights of a proprietary 
or contractual nature. The suggested 
injury that is feared is admitted fo 
spring from the fact that one person, 
or a number of persons who are of 
one purpose, hold a majority of con­ 
trolling inter* st in the stock of two 
competing lines of railway—a thing 
not forbidden by the laws of Wash­ 
ington or any other state. 
It is cer­ 
tainly an astonishing proposition that 
Wasnington has a right to complain 
that a New Jersey corporation hus 
aeqmn*d n majority of the capital 
stock of two railroad companies, one 
a Wisconsin 
corporation 
and 
the 
other a Minnesota company, merely 
because I he railroad companies oper­ 
ate roads in Washington.''
